‘At one 
time it was reported Eastern capi- j 
tal was interested in the plan* bu t j 
that interest never developed. Mr. j 
Shipp was born in Shelbyville and 
has owned farm land in the viciiiity 
many years.

DEBUNKING GANGSTERS 
The mov ing picture industry , according to Mr. 
Will Hay s, has done much in the past y ear to 
debunk the gangster "by showing he can’t win 
and by ridicule.” 
For this effort, of course, the general public 
ought to be grateful. There is no deny ing that 
some of the best realism in the films has come 
in underworld pictures, and the Holly wood mo­ 
guls hav e largely refrained from any attempt to 
glorify the underworld plug-uglies. 
Nev ertheless, the time for general rejoicing is 
not quite at hand. Debunking is all right in its 
place, but it isn’t what the gangster needs. His 
case calls for out and out suppression. 
Indeed, the most ominous fact about the whole 
business is the fact that the gangster can’t really 
be debunked. He is quite as bad as common re­ 
port say s he is He hasn’t been ex aggerated. His 
power ov er metropolitan life, the contempt in 
which he holds the forces of law and order, the 
enormous sums of money he commands, the cor­ 
ruption that he causes in politics and among 
office holders—there is no bunk to any of this. 
It is all too genuine. 
To get relief, therefore, something besides a 


mov ing picture campaign is needed. One of the 
chief difficulties with the situation is the fact 
that we hav e tried to curb the gangster by talk­ 
ing. We hav e had books, mov ing pictures, edi­ 
torials, special articles enough to crush almost 
any human institution—and we hav e let it go at 
that. 
The country has not y et faced the fact that the 
big city gangster, as he ex ists in New York, Ôhi- 
cago and similar metropolitan centers, is a di­ 
rect product of American city life. He is what 
he is because our cities are what they are. We, 
as a nation, hav e produced him. 
Remov ing him from the scene is not going to 
be a simple matter. It can’t be done by talk; it 
can’t be done by mov ing pictures. Ridicule won’t4 
affect him. The roots lie too deep. 
The American city is a peculiar institution- 
fine in some way s, terrible in others. It is the 
gangster’s breeding pla,ce. 'Until it is repiodeled 
the gangster will continue to be a menace. 
So far the problem has hardly ev en been out­ 
lined. We continue to put up with rotten politics, 
bad housing conditions, oppressiv e economic and 
social forces—and wonder why we hav e under­ 
worlds! We need debunking—but in a different 
way than we hav e y et applied it.

If used aright, the present 
distress can be made to prov e a 
benefit. It is often said that ne­ 
cessity is the mother of inv en­ 
tion; would like to add to this 
aphorism that, one should al­ 
way s try to mind a good mother. 
Scientists tell us that nature 
balances ev ery thing, that all her 
operations are weighed as in an 
apothicary scale; y et, in the 
study of economics there has al­ 
way s been the missing some­ 
thing that threw things out of 
balance. 
Science has ev en weighed the 
world! Do not remember the 
figures, but there is quite a 
bunch of them giv ing the av oir­ 
dupois of the world. To illustrate 
the scientific process of thought, 
I am asking the reader to use 
his sawdust on the following, the 
latter part of which is not 
“ copy righted” : 
Scientists tell us that pressure 
makes heat, and that the in­ 
tense heat as the result of pres­ 
sure has reduced the interior 
rock formation of this earth to 
a liquid mass. Now, if they had 
gone on and added that this in­ 
tense heat has reduced hundreds 
of thousands of cubic miles of 
the earth’s interior to a gasseous 
v apor, and that the outward 
pressure of this v apor of gasses, 
is equal to the downward pres­ 
sure of “ grav ity ,” and that this 
neutralizing of forces gav e the 
earth buoy ancy in space and 
made it light as a feather, and 
that in reality the earth did not

Now, if it were possible to 
bring this counterpoise into life, 
or into the things of the spirit, 
if y ou please, we would v ery 
likely find that there is an 
equalizing of the laws gov erning 
the economic world, and that 
there laws are thrown out of 
geer only by the introduction of 
human greed and selfishness. 
The doctrine of economic se­ 
curity is so new that no path has 
been mapped out for the train­ 
ing 
of 
the y oung to 
guard 
against the pitfalls of genera­ 
tions falling to the siren song of 
easy money and quick profits. 
It is alway s the 
“ old old 
story ” of the dog crossing the 
stream on a foot-log and drop­ 
ping his piece of meat for that 
held by the dog reflected in the 
water beneath. 
Leading students in economics 
hav e been telling us for a period 
of y ears, that business had en­ 
tered upon a new principle of 
k spending” that would insure 
against periodic slumps; then all 
of a sudden the sprit of human 
greed entered into the program 
and the idealism of our best 
thinkers went for nothing, in 
the path of human passion for 
gain. 
The redemption power of the 
future is both ethical and econo­ 
mic; wherein ev en the golden 
rule of conduct will lose a great 
deal of its power for good if the 
y outh of the land are not taught 
that a golden harv est of pros­ 
perity cannot be profitably reap­ 
ed by a whirlwind. The beauty of 
holiness is often only skin deep, 
with the barbarian beneath; y et 
men and women are thinking, 
and thoughts of those who call 
themselv es Christian are mak­ 
ing themeslev es felt through the 
efforts of both civ ic and religious 
organizations in this country as 
in no other nation ancient or 
modern. 
About twenty y ears ago, I 
wrote to Henry Ford. Yes, I did 
that silly thing! Of course, I 
know now that there is not more 
than one chance in a million 
that Mr. Ford ev er saw the let­ 
ter; howev er, here is what I 
wrote: “ As a student of sociology 
and economics I am watching 
to see y ou prov e to the world 
that capital in the hands of the 
toiler, is none the less capital 
than when under the control of 
the socalled capitalist.” If I were 
^writing him now, and I hope 
that I will nev er be silly enough 
to do the like agan, I would add: 
“ I am also watching to see y ou 
and men like y ou all ov er this 
country place in the hands of 
the y outh of the land a tex t 
book on “ Wise Spending.” 
Personally , 
I 
hav e 
nev er 
taught the doctrine of “ lay ing 
up something for a rainy day ,” 
and of course I know now that 
money laid up for a “ rainy day ” 
would v ery likely be consumed 
by a sev ere drouth; howev er, 
there is the possibility of making 
modern institutions of ehlpful- 
ness respond in a v ery definite 
manner to the smooth running 
machinery of a modern world, 
organized under a different pro­ 
gram from the old “ hit and 
miss” sy stem. - 
Abou the worst trouble with 


all of us” is, that we attempt, 
too many things at one time, u 
remember a pleasant conv ersa­ 
tion had a number of y ears ago 
with Mr. “ Link” Gary .

AT 10 P. M., MAN STATES 


Witness Also Testifies That 


'Cole Drove Away Alone 


That Night. 


Mrs. Marie Cole was at home 


on Hallowe'en, the night the 
woman's husband was slain in a 
secluded lane near New Pales- 
tine, according to testimony 
given Saturday morning by Al- 
fred Mock, brother-in-law of the 
Indianapolis 
defendant in the 


accessory murder trial. 


Mock, who married Mrs. Cote's 


sister, stated-that he was living 
in the same house that the de- 
fendant and her mother occu- 
pied, although the families lived 
in opposite sides of a double 
house. He is employed at the

works from 3 in the morning un- 
til noon. 


The witness said that he and 


Richard Scheinbien, the defend- 
ant's brother, had put up a heat- 
ing stove for Marie and her 
mother between 8 and 8:30 of 
the night when the state claims 
Mas. Cole lured her husband to 
a lonely road where he was mur- 
dered by Frank Jordan in a love 
plot between Jordan and Mrs. 
Cole. Cole was not present when 
the stove was erected, the wit- 
ness said. 


Mock went outside to the .toilet 


shortly after 9 o'clock thatnight, 
he stated, and that time saw 
Cole. Mock testified that he asked 
Cole where lie was going that 
time of night, and that Cole re- 
plied that he was going to take a. 
drive. The state objected to any.-, 
thing that Cole might have said 
but Judge Titsworth overruled 
the motion. The witness said he 
asked Cole another question or 
two and that he said he was 
going by himself. The man, who 
later, that night met his death 
near an abandoned gravel pit. 
got in his car and drove away, 
Mock declared.

V. Brothers of St. Louis was con- 
victed today of assassinating Al- 
fred (Jake) Lingle and the jury 
fixed his punishment at 14 years 
in prison.

in to give Brothers, young St. 
Louis hoodlum, the lightest pen- 
alty under Illinois law for mur- 
der.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 4— 


Paving has started on State Road 
7 between Columbus and North 
Vernon and during such opera- 
tion the detour via Seymour over 
Roads 31 and 50 will be 32 miles, 
according to the state highway 
commission traffic bulletin issued 
today from the office of John J. 
Brown, director. Indianapolis to 
Madison traffic has the further 
choice of routing viaJEJhelbyville 
and Greensburg with the entire 
distance paved excepting 18 miles 
between Versailles and Madison. 


The traffic bulletin called at- 


tention to paving operations un- 
der way on Koad 29 starting at 
the Marion county line. Rd. 7 
paving project will complete 
pavement between Madison and 
Indianapolis, and Rd. 29 project 
completes a newv paved route be- 
tween Indianapolis and South 
Bend via Logansport and Roches- 
ter, road officials said.

The commissioners found the 


proposed drain will improve the 
public health and certain high- 
ways and that the costs, dam- 
ages and expense of construction^ 
will be less than the benefits and 
the report sets out the complete 
assessment roll. Property owners 
assessed for the drain have 20 
days in which to remonstrate. 
Judge Titsworth of Rush county 
is the special judge in. the case 
and if remonstrances are filed 
the procedure will be to hear the 
evidence on each complaint. The 
court will then modify or con- 
firm the assessments and order 
the drain constructed. 


The proposed drain is approxi- 


mately 16 miles in length, ex- 
tending from a point a mile and 
a half south of Raleigh in Rush 
county to a point north of 
Mooreland hi Blue .River town- 
ship. Parts of Washington, Rush 
county, a section of Franklin, 
Henry, Liberty and Blue River * 
townships are affected and in 
Addition all-lots in Raleigh and 
Lewisviile "are "assessed. -"-Some"~ 
600 lots in the east and south- 
east section of Newcastle are as- 
sessed at $1 each. Most of the, 
lots in MillviUe andvAshland are 
also assessed and over half ef 
the lots in Mooreland are includ- 
ed in the list of lots benefitted. 
The Mooreland, Ashland and 
Millville lots are also taken at 30 
cents each.

time it was reported Eastern capi- 
tal was interested in the plan, but 
that interest never -developed* Mr.' 
Shipp was born in Shelbyville7and' 
has owned farm land 'in the vicinity 
many years. During the last ten 
years he has steadily acquired land 
around the entire area for his pro- 
ject. 


Bids on construction work \yjll be 


asked for immediately. The power 
plant will be ready to. operate Oct. 
1, according to present plans. Mr. 
Shipp is financing the entire un- 
dertaking. 


His plans.are twofold. 1A addi- 


tion to the power-producing me- 
chanism, a pleasure and health re- 
sort of considerable extent will be 
developed along the banks of the 
now lake which the power house 
dam will create. Mineral springs 
are plentiful there, and an elabor- 
ate hospital system, to be known 
as the Atta-Oka Springs sanitar- 
ium, will be erected. 
"Atta-Oka" 


is the Indian name' for "healing 
water." 


Dam Will Be 20 Feet Hign

When completed the pleasure re- 


sort, sanitarium and power plant 
will represent expenditure of more 
than $1,000,000*Estimated cost of 
the plant proper is $175,000. About 
$350,000 will have been expended 
by Oct. 1, including purchases of 
Ian dand other expenses. Work on 
the sanitarium and pleasure resort 
will not begin until 1932. 


Plans for the power' plant call 


for a concrete dam 20 feet 4 inches 
high; two buildings on either end 
of the dam, one a power house and 
the other a tainter gatehouse, and 
an 850-foot retaining wall. The en- 
tire dam will be 238 feet long, and 
its spillway^ 147 feet in length. 


Paul T. Schaeffer and Haskell A. 


Gift, of Indianapolis, designing en- 
gineers, have been at work on the 
project more than a year, survey- 
ing the site in' Shelby county and 
drawing up plans .and . specifica- 
tions for the power plant and all 
appurtenances.

At the time of the ad- 
mission of (Indiana to the Union, 
the Delaware tribe of Indians oc-: 

The first white:, 
man positively known to have set- 
tled the ground was Willys Pierson • 
of Warren county, Ohio. Pierson 
came down Flat Rock river in a 
boat filled with provisions, staked 
out about two hundred and forty 
acres, most of it on land now 
owned by Mr. Shipp, and remained 
about a year, when he returned to 
his home in Ohio. He sold the land 
in 1827. 


The first mill was a saw mill, 


erected by William E. Bone in 
1838. This mill produced lumber'., 
usetl to build the old Cave mills,.?! 
which continued -to grind flour,, 
meal and feed for many years. The 
property changed hands a number 
of times until 1870, when Leander 
E. Nelson became owner. He.^in 
turn, held it until 1890 when it 
was sold to the bid Flat Rock Mill-, 
ing Company. In 1903 the mill 
ng company went into receiver- 
shipr 'and .Thoma> Hawkins, acting 
as je'c'eiver, sold-the mill to Me- 
inda-Monroe,L who with her hus- 
band, A. C. 'Jfonroe^qperated the 
mill until it was purchased by Mr.

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DEBUNKING GANGSTERS 


The moving picture industry, according to Mr. 


Will Hays, has done much in the past year to 
debunk the gangster "by showing he can't win 
and by ridicule." 


For this effort, of course, the general public 


ought to be grateful. There is no denying that 
some of the best realism in the films has come 
in underworld pictures, and the Hollywood mo- 
guls have largely refrained from any attempt to- 
glorify the underworld plug-uglies. 


Nevertheless, the time for general rejoicing is 


not quite at hand. Debunking is all right in its 
place, but it isn't what the gangster needs. His 
case calls for out and out suppression. 


Indeed, the most ominous fact about the whole 


msiness is the fact that the gangster cap't really 
be debunked. He is quite as bad as common re- 
port says he is He hasn't been exaggerated. His 
power over metropolitan life, the contempt in 
which he holds the forces of law and order, the 
normous sums of money he commands, the cor- 
uption that he causes in politics and among 
ffiee holders—there 'is no bunk to any of this, 


is all too genuine. 
To get relief, therefore, something besides a 


moving picture campaign is needed. One of th 
chief difficulties 'with the situation is the fac 
that we have tried to curb the gangster by talk 
ing. We have had books, moving pictures, edi 
torials, special articles enough to crush almos 
any human institution—and we have let it go a 
that. 


The country has not yet faced the fact that th 


big city gangster, as he exists in New York, Chi 
cago and similar metropolitan centers, is a di 
rect product of American city life. He is wha 
he is because our cities are what they are. We 
as a nation, have produced him. 


Removing him from the scene is not going (x 


be a simple matter. It can't be done by talk; i 
can't be done by moving pictures. Ridicule won 
affect him. The roots lie too deep. 


The American city is a peculiar institution— 


fine in some ways, terrible in others. It is th 
gangster's breeding place. Until it is remodeled 
the gangster will continue to be a menace. 


So far the problem has hardly even been out 


lined. We continue to put up with rotten politics 
bad housing conditions, oppressive economic and 
social forces—and wonder why we have under- 
worlds! We need debunking—but in a differen 
way than we have yet applied it.
